A man named Dwyer 
received a severe sunstroke. In New York 
city business was paralyzed, men being un- 
able to move about with safety. 

The much-dreaded seventeen-year locusts 
have arrived on time, and dispatches from 
all sections of Llinois and Iowa, show that 
the air is tull of them. The farmers are 
horrified at the overwhelming army of 
ruthless plunderers that hum and sing 
about their ears, waiting calmly for the 
crops to get in condition to be eaten. 
Within an hour or two from the time the 
bug crawls out of the ground and upa 
tree the locust is in perfect shape to begin 
its work of destruction. The insects hatch 
out in the evening usually, and when the 
farmer wakes up in the morning he finds 
his fields, orchards and crops covered with 
them. ‘They are numberless, and there is 
no use to try to fight them. 

Thomas Cook, a gentleman 88 years old, 
was victimized in New Bedford, Wednes- 
day, by the bunco game to the extent of 
$5000. ‘T'wo men, one of whom represent- 
ed himself to be the son of a gentleman 
well known to Mr. Cook, told him that 
they were interested in a book publishing 
business and desired hie assistance, but be- 
fore they and their associates could make a 
definite contract with him they must be 
assured that he could command $5000.
